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richest ores to be scrambled for by thoir for. 
mer companions, the workmen. 

Throughout the Sierra Madre, instances of 
this sort have occurred, for the more wild and 
distant districts are visited only when the fame 
of their richness attravis adventurers from the 
towns, For some time they have. neither sup- 
plies, hor intercourse of any king with , the 
more civilized parts of the country; and when 
afew straggling peddlars first penetrate into. 
thess fastnosses, the avidity with which their 
wares are bought up, at the most unheard of 
prices is quite astonishing, The brother of 
Governor Durango, a lawyer by profession, ine 
formed me that at the commencement of his 
carcer he kad been employed to visit the dis~ 
trict of Refugio, which hke Morelos, was then 
newly discovered, in order to terminato some 
disputes between the proprietors of different 
mines, He found the original discoverer, Pa- 
checo, surronnded by a swarm of harpies, to 
whom, not being able to convert his bars int 
dollars with sufficient rapidity, he had given 
checks, er orders on his mine for a certain 
number of “cargas' of ore for which they had 
consented to exchange their goods; and he 
assured me that one of these men who had re~ 
etived an order so worded as to entitle him to 
select his own ores, by waiting and refusing 
any but the richest stones until he had ecm- 
pleted his five “cargas,” obtained near'y 8,000 
dollars for‘an old cloak with a red velvet hn- 
ing, by which Pacheco’s fancy had been struck, 


To the north of Bi Parral. and five leagnes 
tothe south-east of the city of Chihuahua, is 
the ancient mit ing district of Santa Eulalia 
Tt hae been long deserted. and the mines are 
al presert in a ruinens state.

. THE STATE OF SONORA, 

In the apendix of “Wards Mexico,” will be 
found notes of Col. Bourne, an English traveler 
of some celebrity, Iwill make some’ quota~ 
tions from it which willshow how rich country 
lies. west of the Sierra Madre and of Chihuahua, 

"In the neighborhood of Babiacata, there 
are many silver mines. most of which contain g 
greater or less proportion of gold. The prin- 
cipal ones are south west of the town of Cerro 
Gordo. ‘The mine named Cerro Gordo is situ» 
ated about south-east of Babiacora, on, a very 
high hilland appears to have been one of con- 
siderable interest, from the quantity of refuse 
miyerals thrown out on its sides. The quan- 
tity of water contained in it cannot be ascer- 
tainéd as there is not one perpendicular shaft, 
From the steepness of this hill an andit might 
he driven, far below the bottom of the works 
from a fine plain. According to the accounts 
I received from two old men, called Padilla 
and Subayo, the mine must have produced very 
rich ores, The vein half a yard. in breadth; 
but this must be understood that part of the 
vein which produces raetals that can be reduced 
by smelting; for the natives reither under- 
standing the process of amalgamation, nor 
being able to procure quicksilver, have left un- 
touched fire broad veina of “azoques” or or- 
dinary ores, in most of the mines, as may he 
proved by making experiments on the rejected 


or 23, Martha cn the oe uues came of which 
produce from twelve to thirty mares per “mons 
ton” Tha mine of Cabriza de San Felipe, 
eight leaguen nerth of Babiacora, is said to 
have been abandoned when it was producing 
pure silver, which the miner cut out in small 
pieces by means of a large shears. It was the 
property of two women named Loretas. 

The Apache Indians madesuch repeated and 
desperate attacks upon this district, that they 
proprietors were obliged to abandon the 
mine, during the time, some water got in and 
a considerable fall from the hill above, choked 
un the month, However, a man by the name 
of Vineert Estrada, sneceeded a few years 
since, in clearing away the rubbish and gained 
the galleries; but before he could procure 
meann of draining off the water, ancther huge 
rock fell in, and again choked up the meuth of 
of the shaft . 

The mine of San Antonia on the hill of Taea- 
peehi, ivthree leagues from Babiacora, to the 
gouth-weet, Itiaa new mine. The metala 
produce atthe rate of fourteen mareos pir 
montan of ten cargas of 300 pounds each, 

The mineral of San Juan isa mountain of 
itelf; It hasan elevation of six cr seven huns 
dred feet where highest, at which part the 
principal vein called Santa Ana, croases from 
north to south, This is crossed by anther 
vein cn the northern slonn of the mountair, 
called Rosario. There tvo mines have been 
worked to a considerabl > Extent and have pro- 
dneed, according to exi ting documents ard 
traditions; immense weith. They naw cons 
tain a great deal of water, at least fifty or sixty 
varas whieh would require wew shafts and 
whine to fake it out, On this same hill there 
are twelve oth r dictinet veins, sowe of which 
hive heen vork d forthe sake of those small 
threads of very rich silver which appear to 
have formed the cer.re of the vein; but the

best yielded from twenty-five to thirty marcos 
for twenty-five pounds of ore. * 

The miné of Churunibobi is situated at no 
great distance from Aan Juan del Rio; it is a 
very ohl mine, workea in the same way as the 
San Pedro, The direction of the vein is east 
and west; the breadth of two varas, . The last 
persons who undertook to work this m‘ne were 
three men by the names of Esealante, Vasques 
Couella, They cleared away the rubbish at 
one end until they found a pillar (left. to-dup= 
port some old workings) from which they tool 
ores that produced $70,000, and yielded 70 
marcos of silver per carga of 300 Ibs, Notim- 
mediately finding the principal vein, they di- 
vided the money and discontinued their works, 
The mine is laid open from the surface 400 yds, 
in height.’ Tradition says that the first dig- 
coverers found the vein of virgin silver half a 
vara in breadth; that it was abondoned in the 
Apache war with the vein as described above, 
two varas, and ores are seventy marcos per 
cargo of 300 pounds 

The richness of these ores appear almost 
incredible; but when we consider the great 
quantities of bars of silver that Sonora has pro- 
duced without the aid of quicksilver, the metals 
must have been very rich and abundant. , 

'To the west of Ariepa are the mines of Santa 
Teresa, of gold and silver completely virgin, 
and the Cerro, or mountain of San Pedro, which 
contains innumerable mines and veing une 
touched. , 

The minoa of La Agame near Horcasitas. 
are famous for the richness and abundance of 
their gold ores. Those of Zampazosand Palos 
Blancos, five leogues to the south-west of Te- 
poche arelikewise excellent veins and rich ores. 

I bave hére mentioned the most considerable 
min'ng districts, butin Sonora, almost every 
mountain and hill contains gold Even in the 
plains beds of native gold have been found in 
grains, varying in size from one to sixty ounces. 

Carola ig a mining district and within the 
State of Sinoloa, near Sonora. Within five 
leagues of the town,.there are several good 
wines, hut the principal one is that which bes 
longs Don Francisco Triarta and contains @ 
woh} vein of considerable breadth, The mine 
is perfectly dry, at a good elevation from the 
plain, and might be worked to ten times the 
present extent; but the owner bears the reptte 
tation of being so capricious, that instead of 
working thé mine, he sometimes allow i€ to lie 
idle for five or six months, and when at work, 
he never takes oat more than four arrobas (100 
lbs.) of gold per weelt. It is said that in 1825, 
some foreizners offered Don Francisco one mile 
iion of dollars to allow them to work his mine 
for two years, but that he refused, alleging that 
he did not want money and that if he did he 
ceuld take a millon out himself” 

Such are the resources of the northern States 
lof Mexico. The effect or result of a railroad 

near the 32d parallel, on this country can 
hardly be imagined, The country would soon 
fill up with enterprising men with capital, and 
this immeasurable rich section would soon 
yield a golden harvest. A new Pactolus would 
be unsea ed by the Anglo Saxon race and the 
whole of the United States would, to fts remotost 
parts, feel its benefits. . 

It must bo plain to any thoroughly informed 
person that the road upon parallel 32, can be 
built cheaper than any other route; that tho 
country which will be tributary to it is of ros 
markable richnesr. 

The State of Texas offers for each mile of 
railroad completed, and running Within hee 
bordera 10,000 aeres of land. The proposed 
Seuthern Paeifie Railroad Company would 

lir m Foxns, be entitled to about eight million 
pof aeres of land, which at five dollars an seve, 
‘would be worth forty million of dollars. With 
guch a marnificent donation, this company 
would become in time one of the most apulont 
in the worll, 1 have done and yet I feel that 
I have notsfated half the facts whick Fought to.

Sec. 360—-Chap XI, provides that: “No 
persdn shall be suffered to speak to the jiffy on 
any subject connected with the trial, and. the 
officer shall return them into court without un- 

ecessory delay, or at a specified time. ’ 

The motion for a new trialhaving been heard 
and refused, judgment was renderd by the 
court in accordance with tha verdict of the jury 
“That the prisoner be executed by hanging on, 
the last Friday of February, A. D. 1869, be- 
tween the hours of 10 and 12 of the forenoon 
of that day.” 

Notice of an appeal having been given in 
proper form by the counsel of the condemned, 
an application was by him made to one of the 
the associate Justices of the Supreme court of 
the Territory for a stay-of execution until the 
appeal bhould be perfected; which application 
was denied on the ground of informality in the 
record presented. 

Sec. 438 Chap. XI, provides that * * 
“When an appeal has bean taken froma judg- 
ment of death, the appellate court and any 
judge thereof in vacation may suspend the et- 
ecution until the appeal is heard and deters 
mined.” 4 

A statement of the conviction and judgment, 
and of the testimony given at the trial was then 
transmitted to the Governor. 

Sec 436—Chap. XT, is as follows, viz: “The 
Judge of a’court at which a conviction’ requirs 
ing judgment of death shail have been had, 
shall imre fiately after the conviction transit 
to the Governor, by mail or otherwise, 2 stite- 


ment of the conviction and 
the fesicmony given at the trial.” 


Upon the record uo trarsmitted to the Gover" 
nor is the following indorgement, viz : 

‘Neeeived at the Governor's office, January 
4th 1869. Ref. to S>e’y, Carter, Jan. Sth 1869 
—on the eve of my departure for California, 

R. C, McCorsicn,” 

The record thus referred to the Secretary and 
acting Governor was by him sent to the Justices 
of the Supremo Court for their opinions upon 
the ststemont so furnished 

After having received the statement of the 
conviction and judgment, and of the tesfimony 
given at the trial as required by the section last 
abovo cited. 

See. 437—Chap, XI of the code provides that 
“Tho Governor may thereupon require the opin- 
ion of the Just ces of the Supreme Court,and 
the Attorney Gencral, or of any of them, upon 
the statement co furnished.” 

After having received- and carefully ex» 
auiined and considered the record of tho 
whole ease as thus presented to them each of 
tho Justices mace reply. 

Chief Justice W. F. Turner in o communi- 
cation bearing date Jan, 18th 1869, says : 


“The only evidence in the case from which 
the jury could find a verdict of guilty, was that 
of 2 Loy between coven and eight years of ase. 
'Irere was testimony given on the trial tending 
tor av that his evidence was different from 
thot whieh he gave before the coroner's jury.

We are assured that the ‘utmost reliance 
"may bè placed in the forgoing, as “Gen. Ord 
i MEADS: all he says,” Tt is an inexpresstble 

gratification to us, who know so well the fatility 
of preaching peace and “talking agriculture’ 
tothe Apaches, to find that the’ only policy 
which can ever lead to any beneficial and 
. permanent result is, at length, about to be 
Adopted, and we shall hail the arrival of the 
troops who come to demolish the barrier by 
‘which we haya so long been circumscribed. 
Simultaneously with the fall of the Apache, 
Arizona will spring forth from obscurity, The 
‘blond, of uncgrtainty withia which she has 
hitherto been enveloped because of the dangers 
cpnnedted with the pursuit of facts regarding 
her wealth, will be gradually dissipated, until 
finally she will take her stand—a luminary, 
“ equal in brillianey toany in the national con» 
Stellation.

The facts in any ease should have weight, 
and by an1 in accordance with these opinions 
should be formed. 

Prejudices ond opinions preconceived when 

pposed to or not in harmony with the facts in 
any given ea3e cannot claim credence and 
should remain in the shadow. 

Cumment is unnecessary upon the following 
extraets from official documents, anda careful 
examination and consideration of these can 
lead-candid men to but one conclusion. They 
not only deserve but demond it. 

The ovidence in the ease hoving been proe 
sented, the arguments of counsel beard, and 
the chargo of the presiding Judgo given, the
